Earlier dispatches from Moscow 
had told of heavy air actions, say- 
ing it appeared possible that the 
major struggie of the summer was 
getting under way. 

The official news agency Tass 
yesterday reported from the Ku- 
ban district that 54 German planes 
had been shot down in a 48-hour 
period against the loss of 21 Soviet 
craft and, unlike some other days, 
the Red Air Force this time was 
able to meet every challenge of 
the Nazi air arm. 

Americanmade planes were tak- 
ing their part in these violent bat- 
thes and the Russians were heart- 
ened by a broadcast over the Mos- 
cOw radio, based on a report of 
the U. S. Lease-Lend Administra- 
thon, that the United States had 
sent to Russia more planes than 
to any other ally or to any other 
battle area. 


Third Nazi Effort. 


(Indications that the Red 
Air Force was active outside 
Russia as well came in an 
Italian broadcast reporting an 
air raid on the Axis-held Ru- 
manian port of Constanta, on 
the Black sea. The Axis con- 
ceded some damage. The last 
reported raid on Rumania. last 
September 13. was made by 
Russian planes.)

with scores injured and indications 
that the ‘oll of lives would mount 
with tnvestigation. 

Plant officials announced a few 
hours after the blast that 13 were 
known dead, while estimate of the 
loss of life in.information avail- 
able from the Army ran as high as 
25. Likewise, Triumph executives 
said 60 had been injured with 
other official estimates setting the 
total hurt as high as 125. 


Fire broke out immediately after 
the blast shook Elkton. famed as 
Maryland Gretna Green, in mid- 
afteroon and spread to near-by 
buildings, causing additional dam- 
age. 

Benjamin F. Pepper, Triumph 
company president, said the Army, 
Navy and Federal! Bureau of Inves-

were barred from the area and 
only relief workers admitted. 

Pepper said searchers still were 
digging into the smoking ruins for 
possible other dead and injured 
and that “we are calling the roll” 
of employes to try and fix a defi- 
nite casualty list.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—(4)— 
WPB Chairman Donald M. Nelson 
said today that America’s war 
increased their output in 
March ii per cent above February 
while Navy Secretary Knox re 
ported the nation as “arrived at 
the peak period” of war produc- 
tion and that navy plane and ship 
completions in April set new 
records. 


Knox added that April was a 
good month in more ways than 
production, with .merchant ship 
losses down considerably as com- 
pared with Aarch—“just why, and 
how long that will continue, I do 
not know.” 

Both men cautioned that the 
rates of increase cannot be con- 
tinued much longer, citing liml- 
tations of steel supplies, skilled 
labor and other factors. Despite 
this caution Ne's« « predicted “‘sub- 
stantial gains” in munitions pro- 
duction in the next month or two.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—(4)— 
Having buried the hatchet with 
War Undersecretary Patterson,

Six Ships Sunk. 

2. United States submarines 
have sunk two Japanese destroy- 
ers and four acditional craft, and 
damaged a transport, bringing to 
222 the total of Japanese ships an- 
nounced as sunk or damaged by 
American submarines. The latest 
Japanese losses: two destroyers, 
one medium tanker, one medium 
cargo ship, one medium supply 
ship, one medium transport—all 
sunk in the Pacific and far east— 
and one large transport damaged 
and probably sunk. 

3. Details disclosed by the Navy 
showed the scope of our victory in 
the war’s first naval action in the 
North Pacific. 

That engagement was the Battle 
of the Komandorskies, fought 
March 26 near those Rufsian 
islands at the confluence of the 
North Pacific and the Bering Sea, 
and first announced March 28 in 
a naval communique which told 
of an American force’s turning 
back a Japanese force evidently 
bound for Kiska or Attu. 

Bold Torpedo Attack. 

The outnumbered but never out- 
fought American task force en- 
gaged the Japanese expedition in 
daylight for three and a half 
hours. The battle ended when 
three American destroyers made 
a bold torpedo attack as a result 
of which the Japanese retreated. 

Damage to the enemy from 
American shell-fire included hits 
on two heavy cruisers and one 
light cruiser. In addition one of 
the heavy cruisers was torpedoed. 

United States vessels, on the 
other hand, suffered only minor 
damage and casualties to person- 
nel were “extremely light,” a com- 
munique said. (A March 26 dis~- 
patch from an Associated Press 
correspondent on the scene, re- 
leased from censorship yesterday, 
said seven Americans were killed, 
six seriously injured and 14 slight- 
ly hurt.)

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Nazis Fear Invasion 
Will Come Before 


Collapse of Tunisia 


y JAMES M. LONG. 
LONDON, May 4.—(AP)—The Nazis acknowledged today 
that the grim prospect of an Allied invasion of Europe is so 


imminent it might 


y-pass the Tunisian bridgehead and come 


in the form of an amphibious assault on the Sardinian and 
Sicilian stepping-stones, even before the collapse of Tunis and 


Bizerte. 

Broadcasts by the Vichy radio 
and the chief military commenta- 
tor of the Berlin radio suggested 
hastily mounting Axis apprehen- 
sion that Allies already may have 
men and boats ready for the blow, 
against which Premier Mussolini 
was reported renewing urgent ap- 
peals direct to Adolf Hitler for 
lighting assistance. 

The Russian front was being 
watched closely by observers here 
for a ready clue to the actual 
weight of Hitler's fears. The Rus- 
sian barometer was based on the 
belief that Hitler hardly would 
dare to attempt the usual full- 
scale spring onslaught on the east- 
ern front if faced with the immi- 
ment menace of a British-Ameri- 
can invasion. 

Nazis Are Worried. 


With the Vichy radio adding 
Gaily to its reports of recent con- 
centrations of Allied invasion-type 
barge fleets at Gibraltar and the 
Algerian coast, the Berlin commen- 
tator, Captain Ludwig Sertorius, 
evidenced Nazi worry over the 
preparations being made by the 
U. S. Fifth Army apart from the 
Tunisian action. 

“Huge British and American ar- 
mies are massed in Algeria and 
Morocco,” he said—“enough to 
form not one but several armies. 
... Therefore the question must 
be asked whether the Allied high 
command is keeping the bulk of 
its army reserves in Tunisia in 
the western region because it is 
Planning a landing maneuver on 
a large scale.” 

Sertorius, like the German high 
command radio commentator, 
Lieutenant General Kurt Dietmar, 
suggested that such a jump to the 
stepping-stones of Sicily and Sar- 
dinia might not await the Bizerte 
cleanup. 

Dietmar also acknowledged that 
southern Europe affords “particu- 
larly favorable conditions for land- 
ing.” but he declared that such 
operations would be impeded by 
fortifications constructed by the 
Nazis on the invasion coasts and 
by “the nature of the country.” 

Weather Hits U-Boats. 

Sertorious disclosed that Ger- 
man submarine packs in the Medi- 
terranean had lost 50 per cent of 
their effectiveness in April be- 
cause of unfavorable weather. The 
\-boat problem, considered a 
serious stumbling block to inva- 
was given priority in the 
plans formulated by President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill at Casablanca. 

A communique reported 415,- 
000 tons of Allied shipping were 
sunk last month compared with 
851.600 tons in March.

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Moving Fast 

After two weeks of bitter fighting which 
saw little territorial movement, the picture in 
Tunisia has again entered a phase of swilt 
changes in the fighting positions. 

Mateur has fallen to the American troops 
under General Patton, the French in the 
coastal area to the north have advanced to 
within sight of Bizerte and the British First 
Army in the center reports some gains after 
being driven back temporarily a few days ago. 
While. to. the south, General Montgomery's 
Eighth Army has opened concentrated artillery 
assault north of Enfidaville which, if the 
customary Montgomery program is followed, 
means an all-out infantry attack within a day 
or two. 

So pregnant is the Tunisian situation, there 
may be dramatic changes before this is pub- 
ished. 

It is clear the last days of the Tunisian 
campaign are very near, if not already upon us. 
The Axis forces are now compressed into small 
area, and they must either surrender or be 
wiped out. The chance for a “Dunkirk” escape 
ss so slim it is practically out of the reckoning. 

The Allied navies control the Mediterranean 
which is the only avenue of escape for the 
rapped troops of German General] Von -Arnim. 
The Allied air forces control the skies both 
above the battle lines and above the seas. Add 
to this reports of another convoy of troops and 


naval vessels approaching from Gilbraltar, and 


the hopelessness of the Axis in North Africa is 
completely evident. 

Just what those Gilbraltar convoys presage 
cannot. of course, be said exactly. But it ap- 
pears probable they are herded for a beach 
attack on Sicily, Sardinia, or both. These are 
the islends between Tunisic and Italy which 
will serve as stepping stone for any invasion 
of Italy which may follow the final victory 1n 
Tunisia. 

The victory in Africa, though it has taken 
jong and proven costly, is worth everything it 
has involved. For it has opened a doorway to 
Europe and has changed the strategy of the 
war. shifting the advantage of offense from the 
Axis to the Allied Nations. It is both the fore- 
runner and the assurance of the coming 
triumph when Germany, Italy and their minor 
satellites will be forced to that unconditione! 
surrender which must come before the fighting 
is done with.

But the strangeness of the belief is no 
reason why its disciples should be denied the 
liberties guaranteed to all Americans. In fact, 
the unpopularity of the cause is all the more 
reason why true upholders of freedom should 
fight for its basic rights.

During the month of April, United States 
merchant shipyards delivered, ready for service, 
157 ships with a total deadweight tonnage of

The U-boats are still sinking some of our 
ships. If they sink one, it is tragic and serious. 
But there is no ground for doubt as to our 
steady gains in the crucial battle of supply on 
the broad surface of the earth’s waters.

Maybe she is going to say, the next time a bee 
becomes old and cannot work any longer, that the colony is to 
assign him a few squares af honey to eat and a warm place in 
the corner of the hive where he may talk with the young bees and 
tell them about the good old days. I have some hopes, even 
though they be faint, about my queen bee. 

Now and then I open the hive to have a look at the drones. 
queen bee has the ability to lay an unfertilized or a fertile egg. 
She thus can vary the monotony of her work. As she comes to a 
cell she can say to herself, “I believe I will lay an unfertilized egg 
just to add spice to my work.” The unfertilized eggs always pro- 
duce drones. Thus a drone has a grandfather, but no father. 
Really, you will find the life of the bee most interesting. The worker 
bees put up with the drones until they have had their grand, and 
fatal, romance with the queen. I put on the credit side of their 
ledger that they believe in romance, but I fear they value it only 
for its utilitarian result. 

The bees discovered vitamins centuries ago® They can do 
astounding things with them. They feed up an ordinary bee and 
make a quéen of it by adding vitamins. 

Well, almost any late afternoon or early morning you will find 
me sitting by my hive, in mask and gloves, watching the bees. 

One thing I am sure about. They would not tolerate a John L. 
Lewis in their organization When I think of this I feel more 
sympathetic toward the bees.

Ants have brains. Among the oldest if not the oldest of earth’s 
creatures, they have had ample time to develop the way of life 
best suited to their needs and capacities, and they have made a 
good job of it. 

On the eastern coast of South America there is a “race” of ants, 
a described by the Geographic, that might teach us a few 

ings. 

These ants build a flat-top house two feet high, 30 feet wide 
and 50 feet long. 

Their only food is a minute fungus that grows on tropical 
leaves—especially in damp, shady places. And since the natural 
supply of this fungus, is limited, the ants tong ago decided to grow 
their own 

Under their big house they excavated tons of earth to make room 
for a big fungus garden. They knew the fungus would thrive best 
in the cool underground. Knowing it would need ventilation, they 
built big tunnels to bring in fresh air and smalt ones to carry out 
stale air. Knowing the fungus would need constant moisture. they 
dug wells, inside the big house, down to permanent water level. 
Knowing the value of sanitation, they dug a cess pool outside the 
house, and here they deposit all refuse and the bodies of the dead. 

The outdoor worker climbs a tree, cuts out a piece of leaf much 
bigger than himself, and carries it to the house To make his job 
easier, other ants have built a smooth four-inch, two-way highway 
from. tree to house. 

When the worker brings in his piece of leaf, which may be 
covered with bacteria and unwanted fungus, other ants clean it 
carefully and even clean his body before he enters the house. 

The leaf fragment is cut into smaller pieces, and these are 
first carefully chewed and then planted on edge in the garden. 
Their only purpose is to support fungus, which is planted on their 
upper edges. The gardeners work constantly, planting, pruning and 
cutting out dead vegetation. 

Now all of this took some figuring and understanding. It seems 
a remarkably efficient arrangement. But specializing, Alas! has 


developed a caste system. 


Though all one tribe, the leaf cutters, gardeners, water carriers, 
cleaners, engineers and soldiers are different in size and build. 
Only the outdoor workers have big saw-like mandibles: the water 
carriers bring up water from the well in their crops; the gardeners 
are tiny, the husky soldiers armed. 

That is the lesson for us. If we ever let a caste system develop, 
we'll develop to fit the different castes. “Rags to riches” will end, 
and each will stay in the class where he was bern.

killer. In fact, he doesn’t like kill- 
ing at all and admits he was sleep- 
less for two nights after his 
athievement. 


“I just din’t like the thought 
of all those people burning to 
death,” he said. “My conscience 
hurt after it happened, and yet 
I know the Japs don’t deserve 
any sympathy.” 

Swett downed his séven planes 
on April 7 in the biggest air bat- 
tle yet waged over the Solomons. 
(The Navy Department, report- 
ing on the action in communiques 
April 8 and subsequently, said that 
American fliers, altogether, de- 
stroyed 39 enemy planes out of a 
force of 50 bombers and 48 fight- 
ers which attacked the Guadal- 
canal area. The defenders lost 
seven of their own craft, but one 
pilot was rescued.) 


Swett’s Targets. 


Swett’s targets were divebomb- 
ers, and since each carried a crew 
of two, the Marine pilot got at 
least 14 men in that flaming 20 
minutes. The air commander for 
the Solomons and his chief of 
staff have credited Swett official- 
ly with seven divebombers and 
probably an eighth. 


The lieutenant and his squad- 
ron came upon the enemy bomb- 
ers over Tulagi just as they were 
starting their dives. 


“They were the first Japanese 
planes I ever had seen,” Swett 
said.

East Hartrorp, Conn.—To meet the 
world-wide demand for its products, United 
Aircraft Corporation is operating directly 
or through licensees in 28 communities lo- 
cated in 10 states in this country, and in three 
foreign countries, E. E. Wilson, President, 
told stockholders at the close of their annual 
meeting here last week. This makes East 
Hartford one of the world’s important focal 
points tor aviation. 

Not only does United Aircraft manufac. 
ture airp! lanes, but it provides the engines and 
propellers which make flight possible for a 
great proportion of the warplanes turned out 
by the American aviation industry. . 


Engines, Propellers, Aircraft 

United's manufacturing activities are 
centered in four divisions, Mr. Wilson ex- 
plained at the meeting. The Pratt & Whitney 
Aircraft division builds the famous Wasp 
series of radial air-cooled engines ranging 
from the 450-horsepower Wasp Junior used 
in training planes, up through the mighty 
Double Wasp, first 2,000-horsepower aircrait 
engine in quantity production in the world. 
The Double Wasp powers the Navy's Vought 
Corsair and the Army’s Republic Thunder- 
bolt, the firSt single- engined fighters in the 
world packing such power. Around it also 
are built the Martin Marauder and the Vega 
Ventura medium bombers and the Army C-46 
Curtiss-W right Commando transport. 

Before the war, Hamilton Standard Pro- 
pellers division supplied approximately 75% 
of all American propellers tor high-powered 
engines. Today, about two-thirds of all pro- 
pellers supplied to the Army and Navy bear 
the Hamilton Standard trade mark. In addi- 
tion to these two divisions, the Chance 
Vought Aircraft division is building the 
Navy's new Corsair shipboard fighter while 
the Sikorsky Aircraft division is concentrat- 
ing on the helicopter for military uses. 

Spreading the Know-How 

Each of these divisions, Mr. Wilson ex- 
piained, developed its own group of satellite, 
subsidiary and licensee plants. The Pratt & 
Whitney engine division has five satellite 
plants in nearby communities feeding into the 
main plant at Last Hartford. They are located 
at Buckland” Hartford, Willimantic and 
Southington in Connecticut and in East Long 
Meadow in Massachusetts. 51x domestic com- 
paniesere building Pratt & Whitney engines 
under license. They are the Ford Motor Co., 
the Buick and Chevrolet Divisions of General 
Motors Corp., Nash-Kelvinator Corp., Jacobs 
Aircraft Engine Co., and Continental Motors 
Corp. In Australia, Commonwealth Aircraft 
Corp. Pty., Ltd., is building the P & W en- 
gines. A wholly-owned subsidiary, Pratt & 
Whitney Aircraft Corp. of Missouri, is pre- 
paring to build engines without profit at 
Kansas City. In Montreal, another subsidiary, 
Canadian Pratt & Whitney Aircraft Co., Ltd., 
is bringing Hartford know-how into the heart 
of Canadian wartime operations. 


Propellers Made in 4 Countries 

In addition to its main plant at East Hart- 
ford, the Hamilton Standard Propellers divi- 
sion has satellite plants at Westerly, Rhode 
Island, and Norwich, Conn, Another, at Dar- 
lington, Rhode Island, is scheduled to open 
in a few months. Three domestic licensces, 
Nash-Kelvinator, Frigidaire, and Remington- 
Rand, have been taught to make —— 
Hamilton Standard propellers. Abroad, 
Havilland Aircrait Co., Ltd., makes the pro- 
pellers under license in fk ngland and in Aus- 
tralia. In Montreal, Canadian Propellers, 
Lid., is building Hamilton Standard propel- 
lers in a model new factory. The latter 1s a 
subsidiary of Canadian Pratt & Whitney 
but is operated entirely with Canadian Gov- 
ernment funds. 

The Chance Vought Aircraft division at 
Stratford, Conn., has two branches in nearby 
Bridgeport. In Ohio Goodyear Aircraft 
Corp., is now turning out Vought Corsair 
fighters. Brewster Aeronautical Corp. is also 
to bufild them, Mr. Wilson said.

MARAUDERS ON THE RAMPAGE 


Versatile Martin Bombers Use E very Aerial Weapon 
to Become Scourge of Axis Skies 


BaLTimMore, Mp.—In one year of action 
the Martin Marauder has earned the right to 
its name. 

Wherever this aggressive Army B-26 has 
struck, it has demonstrated its versatility. 
Hitting with guns, or bombs, or torpedoes, or 
depth charges, it has varied its attack like the 
swashbuckling character whose name it bears. 

The B-26 Marauder started out in life as 
a “red hot” medium bomber. Its job was to 
carry a heavy bomb load over a fairly good 
distance at an exceptionally high speed. In the 
year that has just elapsed, however, the enemy 
has learned that whenever he hears the deep- 
throated roar of its two 2,000-horsepower 
Double Wasp engines he must expect any- 
thing to happen. It generally does. 


Will It Bomb? Strafe? or Fight? 


The Marauder can climb high above the 
clouds to send home its heavy load of bombs, 
Or it will slip in at tree-top level and toss into 
the.enemy’s lap bombs with parachutes at- 
tached to give the Marauder time to get away 
before the unhappy enemy is blown sky high. 
Or it may suddenly roar out of the sky hun- 
dreds of miles at sea to slam a torpedo into an 
enemy ship. Or it may seek out hidden sub- 


marines with depth charges. Or it may streak . 


down an enemy highway, machine guns spit- 
ting at truck columns, Or it may double in 
brass and slug it out with enemy fighters. 
All of these things come naturally to the 
versatile Marauder, for it was born to fight. 
It first tasted blood April 23, 1942 in defense 
of Australia. A month later it was roaring 
over Port Moresby. Another month and it 1n- 
troduced revolutionary tactics in air war. 
Marauders showed up at Kiska with torpe- 
does to sink a Japanese cruiser, damage a car- 
rier. A month later, the Marauder appeared 
in action at Midway. Communiques began 
mentioning the Marauder more and more 
frequently as it rampaged over the Pacific, 


in 


destroying Japanese troop ships, sinking war- 
ships with deck level bombing, knocking Jap- 
anese Zeros out of the sky and smashing 
ground installations. 

By the end of the year, communiques began 
to tell of Marauders in Africa, Famous Ger- 
man Messerschmitt 109’s and locke-Wulf 
190's tried to interfere, were shot down for 
their pains as the Marauders loosed knock- 
out drops in the form of 4,000-pound bombs 
on Axis docks and supply lines. Raging across 
the Mediterranean they have smashed at key 
Axis points in Sardinia. In full daylight they 
jumped the Naples harbor in what was de- 
scribed as one of the most successful attacks 
yet carried out by an American Air Force in 
the Mediterranean theater. Day after day 
communiques make it clear that the Marauder 
is playing a great part in providing American 
air superiority in Africa. 

No Airplane for Grandmother 

The Marauder is one of the many Amer- 
ican airplanes whose performance in combat 
has disproved the harsh pre-battle criticisms 
of the “experts.” The Army asked The Glenn 
L. Martin Co. to build a medium bomber 
which could not only carry a heavy bomb load 
at pursuit-like speed but could also fight like 
a fighter. To get the desired performance, 
Martin engineers clipped the wings like a 
racing plane. To hurl it into the air, the 
builders put into it the most powerful aircrait 
engine available in quantities, The B-26 is 
powered by two 2,000-horsepower Pratt & 
Whitney Double Wasps. The result is an air- 
plane hardly suitable for grandmother to 
take for a quiet Sunday afternoon flight but 
which in proper hands gives the Army a sav 
age assault weapon,

Inability to maintain existing trained 
engineering and production manpower, as 
well as the drying up by government action

No modern industry is so highly technical 
as the aircraft industry but it faces a dwin- 
dling supply of technicians. This is particu- 
larly serious now because this year will bring 
not only i increasing production but introduc- 
tion of new and improved models. The burden 
of these changes will fall on the engineering 
organization of the original aircraft manu- 
facturer in order that the numerous licensees 
in other industries may continue full-scale 
production on current types. 


Engineers Essential to War Production 
In addition, he pointed out, ultimate suc- 
cess demands continuing engineering develop. 
ment even though production quantities are 
satisfactory. Unless this engineering effort 
can continue at full speed, the war effort will 
suffer. American war planes must be superior 
not only in numbers but in quality to the best 
the enemy can produce, Mr. Walsh explained.

WasHINGTON—The Twentieth Century 
version of the Magic Carpet of the Arabian 
Nights has come into its own in this war. 

lt is the long-range, speedy transport plane 
which speeds from one end of the world to 
the other rushing military and political lead- 
ers to vital conferences here, there and every- 
where as dictated by the changing fortunes of 
a fluid global war. 

Most famous of all is a certain big B-24 
Consolidated Liberator, converted from a 
bomber to a transport and operated by the 
RAF Ferry Command. Christened the “Com- 
mando” by its pilot, this plane is said to have 
carried more United Nations government and 
military leaders on vital missions than any 
other airplane in the world. 

The “Commando,” under the power of its 
four Pratt & Whitney Twin Wasp engines 
turning Hamilton Standard propellers, last 
showed up in this country when it brought 
British Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden for 
vital Washington conferences. Previously, it 
had made the headlines when it carried Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill to the uncondi- 
tional surrender conference at Casablanca, 
The Prime Minister is the ‘“Commando’s” 
top-ranking passenger. 


Log Reads Like Who’s Who 


Other world-famous personages have been 
whisked to their destinations by this famous 
plane. Prominent have been Lord and Lady 
Halifax; Jan Smuts, Prime Minister of the 
Union of South Africa; Wladyslaw Sikor- 
ski, Prime Minister of the Polish Govern- 
ment in Exile; Wellington Koo, Chinese Am- 
bassador to England; Field Marshal Sir 
Archibald Wavell, Commander in Chief in 
India; Nahas Pasha, high Egyptian states- 
man; Av erell Harriman, Lend-Lease Coordi- 
nator in London; Clarence D. Howe, Cana- 
dian Minister of Munitions and Supplies;

American Air Raids 
Mounting in Fury 


Bombing Crescendo Reflects 
Month by Month Increase 
In Plane Production 


The Axis is beginning to feel the full might 
of American industrial production on the 
home front. 

This was made clear last month as war com 
muniques from all over the world told of the 
furious new tempo with which American air 
forces were seeking out and hammering the 
enemy wherever he was to be found. 

It meant that the long months of prepara- 
tion at home—day and night toil in the fac- 
tories by designers, workers, engineers, exec- 
utives; research in the laboratories and tests 
in the sky; arduous training periods to trans- 
form eager cadets to finished pilots; the 
solving Of impossible problems of logistics 
to get crews, airplanes, fuel, bombs, ammuni- 
tion, supplies to the fighting fronts—were 
now bringing results in the field. 

Enemy Learns Answer 

The communiques themselves answered the 
often-asked query: “Where are the thou- 
sands of war planes being built by the Amer. 
ican aircraft factories?” 

The answer was given by American bombs 
exploding in Germany, France, Italy, Africa, 
Kiska, Burma and wherever the Jap dared 
show himself. 

There have been isolated cases of sledge 
hammer blows struck by the American air 
forces earlier in the war. At notime, however, 
was the slugging continued day after day on 
such a scale. In Africa, American fighter 
planes shot Axis transport planes out of the 
sky like clay pigeons. The success of these 
large scale operations proved that Allied 
planes rule the Tunisian skies while their 
ground forces move in for the kill, 

Headlines Told the Story 

Paris had its first American raid as 133 
Boeing Flying Fortresses smashed the Re- 
nault plant. Further south, one heavy Italian 
cruiser was sunk, another badly damaged. 
American planes made 1,399 sorties in one 
day against Rommel’s troops fleeing from the 
Mareth Line. Only two American planes were 
lost as 7 Japanese planes were shot out of the 
sky attempting to attack Port Moresby and 
New Guinea. Included in two days’ operations 
in the Mediterranean were 17 Axis ships hit, 
seven sunk, 79 airplanes downed against a 
loss of 17 Allied planes. 

At the same time, still heavier blows in the 
future were indicated by the record produc- 
tion rate for airplanes in the United States. It 
was Officially revealed that in April about 
7,000 airplanes were built in the United 
States. The last previous official production 
report showed that the 5,500 mark had been 
reached in February, of which 65% were 
combat planes.

Airliners Save the Day at Guadalcanal 


SOMEWHERE IN THE SoutH PaciFric— 
Converted Douglas DC-3 airliners, the same 
type airplane which spans the commercial 
airways of the United States, helped save the 
day at Guadalcanal by rushing supplies to the 
fighting Marines when surface transporta- 
tion failed. 

This was revealed here recently when Ad- 
miral Wilham F, Halsey, Ir., Commander of 
the South Pacific Area and the South Pacific 
Force, cited “SCAT” for its part in the slam- 
bang campaign. SCAT ts the South Pacific 
Combat Air Transport Command, whose fly- 
ing boxcars landed literally in the thick of the 
fighting with supplies and took off again bear- 
ing wounded to safety. 

The U. S. Marines Janded at Guadalcanal 
on August 7. Two days later the Japanese 
sank four Allied cruisers. Sea communica- 
tions were in danger. Twelve officers and 
crews formed the nucleus of SCAT and 
swung into action on September 1 by land- 
ing at Henderson Field which was still a 
flaming hattlefield. Marines needed supplies 
as they dug in to maintain their precarious 


foothold. SCAT brought them in. SCAT took 
the wounded out. Enemy bombers slugged at 
them on the field. Attacked by flashy Zeros, 
the overloaded, unarmed Douglas airliners 
were unable to. fight back, but their Pratt & 
Whitney engines and Hamilton Standard 
propellers liited the flying boxcars into the 
safety of the clouds. 

Only one of the original 12 Marine pilots 
was lost. The others are still on the job oper- 
ating a transport organization that now in- 
cludes Army as well as Marine pilots. Since 
that first flight on September 1, SCAT has 
flown 1,800,000 air miles to link America’s 
key bases in the Pacific with the front lines 
and has missed but one day’s flight to Guadal- 
canal. 

In face of enemy opposition not a single 
plane has been lost on the long Pacific routes 
asa result of enemy action. 

How important air transport is to modern 
militarv operations is revealed bv the story 
of SCAT. -It is an accomplishment which 
rivals in efficiency and imaginative daring 


anything accomplished by the Germans.
